Soe 
were obliged to come toan Anchor: They lay ti 
the 6th in the Evening, when the Wind coming fair, 
they failed again, and on the 7th in the Morning were 
out of Sight : The three Men of War which ferve to 


convoy this Fleet, ave cur Lady of Gaurdaloupe ss © 


Capitana, the Thouloufe as Admiral, and the Her- 
mione as Advice Frigate. On the agth of this Month, 
being the Eve of the Feftival of St. Lewis, her Royal 
Highnefs the Durtchefs Dowager of Orleans came from 
St. Cloud to the Louvre, to compliment the King on 
Occafion of that Feltival, and was fome Hours with 
his Majefty in his Clofet. The Fire-works which had 
been prepared in the Garden of the Tuilleries were to 
have. been play'd off that Night, but fuch A- 
bundance of Kain fell, chat ic was deferr'd 26th... 
On Sunday the zsth, being. St. Lewis’s Day, whofe 
Name che King bears, the Carmelites of the great - 
Convent made their Anniverfary Proceffion to the Lou- 
vre, being prececded by M. de Chateauneuf Prevot 
des Marchands, and the other Officers of the City, 
with Drums and Trumpets : They prefented the San- 


tified Bread to the King, and fung High Mafs in his lo 


Mactty’s Chepel ; which done, they returned in the 
vd-e they came. The fame Day the King received 
th: Compliments of the Nobility, who made a very 
fplendid and numerous Appearance ; and a Confort of 
Mufick was performed while his Majefty fat at Din- 
ner, by his Band of 24 Muficians. On Monda 
Night the Fireworks ia the Garden of the Tuilleries 
were let off, and the Muficians of the Opera performed 
a Confort before the King. It is currently reported,that 
Cardinal Gualtieri hath fent a Letter tothe Duke Re- 
gent by an extraordinary Courier, to acquaint him that 
the Pope was dying, and it is faid his Royal Highnefs - 
hath caufed Copies of this Letter to be communicated 
to the Cardinals that are here, They write from Pro- 
vence that the Plague which was believed to be entire- 
ly ceafed at Marfeilles, is breke out again more vio- 
Jently than before. The Government has fent feveral 
Phyficians and Surgeons from hence to endeavour to 
ut a Stop to it; and al! Precautions are taken in the 
Towns of Languedoc and other neighbouring Places, 
to prevent the ee of the Contagion. The Che- 
valier de St. Didier of Avignon won che Prize of 
Poetry given by the French Academy on St, Lewis’s 
Day ; when the Abbot Bion one of the King’s Chap-_ 
lains in ordinary, preached before the Academy of 
Sciences and polite Literature in the Church of the 
Fathers of the Oratory: The fame Day Father Portail 
Prieft of the Oratory, pronounced the Panegyrick of 
St. Lewis in the Chapel of the old Louvre, before the 
French Academy, with great Applaufe. The Night 
between the 23d and 24th M. Berger, a noted Poet, 
was aflaflinated in the Street called the World's End, 
on account (as is fappofed) of fome of his Writings, 
they who killed him having ishes nothing out of his 
Pockets, in which was a Watch and, feveral other 
things of Value. The Bifhop of Verdun died on the 
24th in his Diocefs ; that Bithoprickyis worth above 
60000 Livres a Year.

as che chief Univerfities and Communities in the King- 
‘dom, have made to a Genera! Council. Yefterday an 
Order was fixed up at the Garden of Soiffons, forbid. 
ding all Workmen, Livery-Servants, Hawkers, and fuch 


Yike Perfons, to enter there; and declaring, that 
Gates of that Exchange thall be open 
the Morning till: in the Afternoen. The Difcredic 
veon Bank Notes continues to increafe, thofe of 
Livres Icfing 130 to be exchanged into-Bills of 100 
Livres, and thete 34 per Cent. to be changed into Mo- 
ney ; thofe of 10 Livres are 40 Sols worfe than Money.
